iMt night, Professor Il.nmsny Trnqu- 
alr, of tho Department of Architec- 
ture, portf.iyod tho devolopmcnt oC 
I^OInburgh. Professor Traquair g-ivc 
the history of Iho town from Its von* 
beginning, when tho Itomans sill held 
sway In tlio land. 

Kdinburgh owed its cslstonco to the 
fact that It was an admirable spot to 
keep the llomans at b.iy. The hill 
upon whlcli tho city was founded was 
aurroundcxi with almost untraversablo 
swamps. The llomans could not ap- 
proach the pl.teo and it ottared a safe 
retreat to tho Scottish chief. 

I.atcr, when tlio Komans had left 
the land, the possession of tho hill 
was the .-tnibltion of each Scottish 
chief, .and the strongest «( them all 
at last held the chcrlshcd-spot. From 
him descended tho Royal Una of 
StuarLi. 

When most of the danger from 
warring tribes had disappeared build- 
ings began to appear outside tho 
castle enclosure, down the ' slope to 
the East. Between the castle and the 
first houses there was a. space of 400 
yards, the distance of an arrows 
flight, to moke the eastio safe from

Professor Gillson Discusses 
Life and Works of Great 
Scientist

"Xewton," said 
Prof. Olllson," contributed more to 
tho advancement of tnathcmnllcal md 
lihyslcal knowlc<lgo during li!n llfc- 
limo than had been rtlscovorcrd In all 
this centuries previous to his birth." 

The speaker started with a brief 
outline of the htsloy of science pie- 
vloiin to tho time of >?ewton. What 
v:nji probably the first mathemntloal 
loxt-bool: was written in Usvpt 
about fliiOl) B.C. Then Kiiciid and 
other Greeks founded Geometry. 
From 100 A.D. to 1450 A.D. no n.1- 
vancMnent 'whatsoever 'waa made In 
mathematics. Then a German Invon*- 
«d the plus and minus slirr,, N'aplor 
Mvented the declnial point and lo- 
garithms, Wallace worked on Infinite 
series, and Descartes correLtted Al- 
gebra' with Geometry by expressing 
algebraic equations ' as ' geometrical 
curves. In optics practically noth- 
ing was known, though the Greeks 
had noticed the phenomenon «f the 
burning-glass. The Greck.^ had 
known nothing about dynamics, hut 
just before Newton's tlm« Galll*o

Little Progress Had Been 
iMade Until Recent 
Years 

T->''i very rli"fi>rfln; .sijiij^wts were 
trî.a'.'^-I i.-.t annj.il Joint meetlns 
of, tl-.» McOlll Historical Club and 
the Historical Club of the R.V.C. 
held last night In the Royal Victoria 
College. Adele Langiieflon read 
paper on "The ïl'J isor.'i Bay Com- 
pany,' and O. S. .Mirki-.arr., •-^Tie on 
"Th9 History of l*rinting"'. « 

In the first paper of tho evening 
.UIjs lAngusdoc s'fiowed that tiie 
ruie of the liudson'.î Bay Company 
in Canada has al'xay.'i 'r,e-en c.:\s.r- 
aeterized by its ability to ad.ip-, .:- 
seif to changing conditions in f.-.e 
countrj-; for from the few primitive 
saventeenth-wntury forts clusterîc 
around the By/, it has develope'i 
with Canada, until now it cfwns .- 
chain of deipartment st'jrea in th? 
cities of tho 'Aresterr. provinces. 

The foundation oi the Companv 
xa.î the risult of tha explorations of 
Radisson and Orosseillers. After vain 
negotiations with France the two, 
met Prince Rupert who ^rantotl them 
;i vssael for îurtiwr esplontion in 
the Hudson's Bay region. The ex- 
pedition mora than paid its way by . 
ftte profit that i; yielded frcni lt.-i 
fur trade with the Indiana. In fao-. 
the voyage 'was so profitable that no 
time was lost in obtaining the kln^'^" 
permi.îsion for a monopoly of fur 
trade in Hudson's Bay region. Thus 
th'! Company waa established. 

Its early years were marlcsd by 
continual rivalry- and blckerin:; ■^i-.:'. 
Frencli traders who cstablisiie-l torts 
of titalr own on the shoras of tlie. 
Bay and did their best to cut off the 
English from the Jndian tr-ippars by 
pe.-.9trai!ng farther into the interior 
c-f t!ie country. Howevet- fur-hearing 
i.-.i.-rals were so aS'jnda.-.: i;;a: tin? 
Company did not materially s\iîî-i:: 
Rivalry With North-West Co. 
.\:'ter the English conuuest of Can- 
ada, The Company, tiiougit free from 
t'ae aggression of the French, faced 
competition from Canadian traders 
notably McTavljii and ti;» Frobisli»: 
brothers. Theso ti:r.?e lat'.'r con- 
io'iJ.i-.O'I •->.:;;• •.•';soi;:-'.";s .\:ul formed 
;;ie Nort.i-wsi-. Cjmpa.-iy wiiich im- 
mediately became a formidable rival 
to tite Hudson's Bay Company. Tho 
struggltf between the Iwo was dis- 
graced by vlol'>nc-> ind roui play 
i;spe>.>ia!ly on ti-.o i-jr- 0; tiio Xor'- 
westers. Th.iy di'l tiot ■.'V'.-a '.lesifiie 
to incite Indian iiali'-brciij to attacii 
t;'.* Kei River wlony founded by 
Lord Selkirk under the .luspices of 
its enemy. 

Tho union of tlii» rival companies 
in 1S21, iT.-'wovor, clo.s,.'d this time of 
strifo and opened up the west to 
peaceful settlement. 

•^fter the I'tiiou tiio Hudson's Bay 
Company, prospered thanks. largely 
to tho work of its groat director. 
Lord Stri;hi.v!ia. it is today in .1 
flourishing conJliion and is noted, 
as it al'.viiys ha.-i been, for the fair- 
ness of !t.s deaiins-i.

In this contingencj-, and 
seeing the gravity of one particular case, 
the Daily felt that the expression of the 
international mind of the students could 
be shown in the appeal on behalf of the 
Bulgarian Students who find themselves 
in a most wretched condition.

PKRHAPS on mi r,ido ol' Die UnivorFily lil'e ha.t Ihpro bcpii Ki'onlcr (Icvelopmenl 
within the la-st ten or firicen ycaia IIihu o\\ that connected with physical 
education. In my student days (his cxprea.sion was scarcely ever hoard. There wna a 

80ini-priv«t(! gyinna.siuiii. it ia tnio, iiinnngcd by n Mr. 
Harnjuni, to whieli Rludcnts conk! go, but it wa.s very 
poorly palron^izcd. 1 remember It chiefly through oik; 
of my olasR-mnte.s, James NniBinith. D.A., the founder 
df (ho game of basket-ball. Later, when I camo to the 
Univer!îi(y as an official, Dr. R. Tait Mackenzie was 
(he Director of Pliyslcal Education and much more 
attention was being paid to 11. On his retirement In 
1904 to accept the directorship of this Department in 
the Univcr.sity of Pennsylvania, Mr. W. J. Jaconil) 
was appointed for the gymnasium work and Dr. F. 
W. Ilarycy as Medical Director. On Mr. Jacomb's re- 
tirement, or very shortly after, the Department of 
Pliy.sioal Education, as we know it, was established 
with Dr. A. S. Lamb as Director and still Dr. Harvey 
a.s Medical Director. Since then rapid strides have 
been made. 

The great need, is a suitable centre for the work, 
for since the Alolson Hall, where an improvised gym- 
nasium was set up a few years ago, had to be given 
up to form part of the reconstructed Arts Building, 
the regular programme had lb bo abandoned, so all 
conoerned are eagerly awaiting the day. when a suitable building will arise. ^The 
students of fifteen or twenty years ago will have some recollections of the old 
M.A.A.A. gs'mnasium at the corner of Mansfield Street and Burnsido Place which 
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ih« University boupht and tiscd us .a synm.ulum 
for a f«w yc.\rs but •vv'.ilch had to bo abandoned 
as un»af« in 191S. For fcvcn or elcht ycar.i thero- 
after the I>e>partjncnt bad to carry on Its work as 
best It. could In buildinss owned by others. 

Spcalsinsr o£ Molson Hall, It might bo ot In- 
terest to show tho various uses to which it has 
l^cn put at different times. In the earliest clays 
the upper part was used for examination and Con- 
vocation purposes, whilst tho lower housed the 
McGlll Library; later on the wholo building was 
divided into class-rooms and for a few years was 
taken possession ot by the Taculty of Applied 
Science their numbers havlnfr outgrown their 
own accommodation; durins tho War it was the 
barracks for the Unive.-sitles Companies, trained 
on the McOlll Cajnpus: after that It was taken 
over and converted into a gymhaslunf; as already 
stated. Xo person would rceosnlse It to-day with 
its new and eommodiouE class-rooms and up-to- 
date equipment, as a pan of the now McGlA 
College.

Britain, Hon. Bdward Douglas, Chief Justice of 
the United States, Maître Fernand Gustave Gaston 
Labori, Battonler of the Bar of France, Hon. 
Robert L,aird Borden, Prime Minister of Canada, 
William H&ward Taft, Ei-Prcsident of the United 
States, Hon. Joseph Hodges Choatc, JSx-Ambas- 
sador to the English Court, Hon. Ellhu Root, 
Hon. Charles Doherty, Minister ot Justice for 
Canada (all these on the occasion of the meeting 
of the American Bar Association in Montreal In

Miscellaneous 

Up to a few years ago the Board of Governors 
was a eclf •perpetuating body, as it is still In scr 
far as the majority of Its incmhcrs are conoerned, 
but recently they agreed, on a rcnutt from the 
Graduates' Koclety, to admit to their inonibortlilp 
t'i-.reo graduates elected by the grailuatcs ihom- 
:eh-es, so that there are now on the B^ard three 
persons dlrcotly rc]>reEenting the graduates, out 
of a total of twenty-three. It must be understood, 
lion-ever, that these are not the only Graduate 
Governors. ' ' 

Within the last twelve years another change 
in tho matter of ' representation on University 
governing bodies has also taken place. Tho olccr 
tlon of graduates to, rcpjcscnt the different Kacul- 
Noi! on tho Corpon-iioii 01' the ilnlversily used to 
hf. entirely conducted by the Corporation ilsolf, 
but now the wliplo n^achlncry in plac«d in the 
hands of the Graduates' Koclety. Tho result of 
iho«« doniocr.itic concessions is a better feeling 
all ^ffijiini- fifii a greater interett In Unlveiniiy 
affairs on the part of thoïo who liave iijs:tcd 
liirouKii our hallt.

several schools which make up tho instltulion. Up 
to a f»w years nço romo members of this body 
were appointed l)y the Board ot Governors. The 
He.nds of Depni-tmonts were ex-otflclo members 
but othor.s could lie .nddcd. To-day, all Profetsora 
and Associate Professors, by virtue of their being 
such, havo a voice In the conduct ot'lhelr res- 
pective Faculties. 

There used to bo in Sir \Villla.m Peterson's 
time a body knpwn as the Academic Board. It was 
his own creation. U was composed of all the Pro- 
fessors and wVssoctate Professors In the University 
with a few' others appointed by the Board Itself. 
This Board could take Into consideration any 
mailer affecting the Interests of the University as 
a whole and make recommendations to cither the 
Governors, or Corporation, but It never' functioned 
satisfactorily, ncr doubt because ot the fact that 
it had no authority. 

Two minor changes may be mentioned here 
although they are of comparatively little account, 
namely tho change in the form ot tho diploma 
issued to graduates and tliat In the coat ot arms. 
In the olden days diplomas bore the signatures ot 
all thSjiProfeasbrs in the Faculty from which the 
Student graduated. This was possible only bectiuse 
the numl>or ot graduates was small. With the 
number wo have to-day it would bo practically 
inipossibio to .carrj* out such a practice. On these 
diplomas there now appears only the signatures 
ot a Governor, the Principal, tho Dean ot the 
Faculty and tho Registrar, 

In tho case ot tho coat of arms it was found 
that the old design had not been, registered with 
the College of Heraldry and moreover thai It was 
not in accordance with- their regulations. We a^e 

now correct in this respect. 

Tho Chancellor of the University at the time 
of my appointment was Right HotMurablo Lord 
.Strathcona who, although h« was absent a gréai 
(leal from tb« country, continued to act In this 
capacity until his death on January I9th, 1014. He 
was eileceeded by Sir AVllltiim Mkcdonald who 
carried on the duties of the office until hia ile.illi 
on Juno 9th, 1917, Tho Right Honourable Kir 
Itobert Hordcn occupied the Chair from February 
11th, mis till he resigned in May 1030.. JIo was 
succeeded by tho present Chancellor, Dr. 13. W. 
Uoatly In 1921.

lint ilifit wlilcli caused liis gi-cuteiit uplicnvai in 
II16 work of Cio University, was (ho World War. 
The iiltcnilu.ncu WiiH cut In half during lhc$o 
never-lo-ba-fogotloii yuars, whlcii meant !i heavy 
reduction In Income whilst expenditures rcinalncd 
practically tho same. 

There Is no need of dwelling on tho p.'irl licit 
•McGlll pliiycil In this tevrlblu inigtidy. Tlio .sluiy 
•Ikjb been oflen told. Suffice it to t:ay (hat In every 
lainl where tlio confllul raged lier 1.0113 llo burled, 
niaking "soma corner of thçsa foreign fields for- 
ever ours".

Aftor Ills graduation ho went to 
Llncolnshlro for a holld.iy, and tnis 
proved . to bo the most prollflo period 
of his career. Probably no ono hna 
over accomplished so muoli In so 
short a period ot time. In nine 
months he Inventctl tho Binomial 
Theorem, wrote two papers on dif- 
ferential calcitlu.1, thPn worked on In- 
tegral calculus .Tnd applied them to 
curves, criuntlonn, etc. V/lthout e.il- 
ciilus our present day mechanical 
civilization could not exist. Ifo next 
be a force 
and 

Hint perhaps thlii \-.T fil nn the In- 

■•i-c Efjuarc law. He also decided 
thnt the force nllraclinp (he moon 
to the earth must be the same ns 
that which makes objects fall. His 
calculations showed however that 
the moon was only attracted fo the 
earth 13.9 feet a second, not It ns 
ho had expected. Disappointed h«> 
put aside his notes and did not re- 
turn to thfm for 20 years. During 
all these great discoveries he was 
only twenty-three years old. 
Research in Light 

At this time Mercator published a 
pamphlet on how to find the area of 
a hyperbola. As this was only a 
special case ot his calculus, Mewton 
asked some professors It lie should 
publish, but he was advised not to. 
and his calculus was not niuue 
known to tho world for 36 yearj. At 
the age of -T he accepted the chair 
of mathematics a.t Cambridge, and, 
as ho only had ,to lecture one-halt to 
one hour a week,- he had consruT- 
ablo spare time, which he devoted to 
r<?search in light. He found that 
whlto light is made up of a ml.Nl'iro 
ot colours which can be rccomblned 
to form .white light again. He aiso 
invented the reflecting telescope to 
replace those with lenses. He put 
forwtird tho emission theory of light 
In opposition to the wave theory. 
His tlieoiy Is not greatly at vari- 
ance with tho modern one. 

Gravitation 

In 1683 a new measurement show- 
ed that tho radius ot the earth was 
4000 wiles. Xewlon now remember- 
ed his calculation of 20 years before 
and, using, this new vaUio the work 
was proved to bo right. This pro-ed 
his great law o£ universal gravita- 
tion and solved the motions ot the 
planets. Newton also proved that 
the path a particle would move In If 
attrooted to another particle by a 
force varying a» iho Inverse .square 
law is an clllpsi.'. 

Newton now starled >\ riling bis 
fc-reai work, tho "Princlpia." 1 no 
first book, written in seven nunulib 
cuntHlned the laws of dynamics, 
sravity, etc. The second book, which 
took (lyo months to write, dealt with 
hydrodynamics, ills third and greal- 
(.•sl liook, apiilled theto Jaws ot dyna- 
mics, etc. to a.stronomy. 

.\i tho ogo of fifty-four ho became 
warden of the Mint, and when alx'y 
one, ho WHS appointed president ot 
tho Uoyal Society. Ho then pub- 
lliilud Ilia ■'iiptli-:;" McGill Is 
fortunate in Imvlns Kewtona own 
copy, ot the third edition of this 
book, with several gorreolions In hia 
own handwriting. ^ 

From tImo to time members of the 
Hoyal Sooicty would send him matho- 
malloai iiroblema to solve.

America's universities like her fac- 
tories tccni desllnc'd lo ninnlgnm'a- 
llon. A few largo universities with 
numerous subsidiary ones Is the pre- 
liotlou of Dr. O.icnr AV. Ocstlund, 
profc.-'soT cmcrllus of tho zoology do- 
IKirlmciil, Uiilver.'illy of Mlnueautn. 

Future growth at the University ot 
Mlitncsola must he qualltntlvo rather 
thnn quanlllnllvo, Br. Ocstlund de- 
clares. 

"The praitnt tendency in the 
education fiald it toward national 
and international institution* in 
education," the Minnsaota pro- 
fetsort pointt'Out. "In^ time, thare 
will ba thra* or four oreat uni- 
varaitiai. with a halt of small 
lubaidiary ones," 

.\n Interesting propliecy, this, but 
one that !a oucn to serious question- 
ing, both as to its possibility and its 
advisability. 

To those seeking Increased ef- 
ficiency and lowered administrative 
costs, such a pystcui would, of 
course. prescnL certain obvious ad- 
vant.iges. Thero would bo fewer high- 
salaried administrative officials 
Bookkeeping costs would be rcdiiccd. 
Combination would naturally allow 
for greater standardization ot In- 
struction material; in short, many of 
the advantages which largo Industrial 
concerns gain from amalgamation 
would likewise accriie from 11 com 
blnatlon of universities. 

But this very standardlzalloTi, this 
very economy Is . decidedly dangerous 
to the principles of education. It 
would undoubtedly bring .about a 
greater standardization of textbooks, 
methods of instruction and all kinds 
of curricula matçr^al.. 

Whara hundradt of atudanta ara 
now thinking . along Identical 
lines and pasting through the 
same proeaia of mtntal develop- 
ment, thouaanda would ba under 
tha combination ayttam. In other 
words, the grooves would aimpiy 
ba enlarged, and more atudanta 
caused to pour through a faw 
larger ones rather than many 
amall onaa. Tha posaibilly of tho 
groove not fitting tha Individual 
or vica varaa would ba ineraatad 
in inverse ratio. 

Mass production and accumulation 
of knowledge in tije minds ot matur- 
ing generations might bo increased. 

But the world's progress is not 
wholly determined by the amount of 
knowledge which can be stowed away 
in the minds ot each succeeding 
generation. 

Rather, it U the violence of the 
clash ot ideas as waged by these 
successive generations that acts as 
the governor ot Progress.

Printing O. H. MnrUhiPiti snlil Ihdl Iho 
fino work ot tlio first printers has 
been cqunltcd only In tho last few 
yenrs, the prIntliiR of tho sixtoentli 
seVenlcenlli and olglilDcntli cchturlo.t 
hnvlne dcponerntcd from the early 
high Plniidnnl. 

'J'lin invention of European print- 
ing, îtlni'khntii stated, has been credit- 
ed liolti lo CItitcnbcrg and to Laurens 
<.'oBlcr.il, at any rnlo It (spread rapid- 
ly and by thin end of the Fifteenth 
i.'rntury liiiil rnnrlieil every country 
ot western lOurope.^ 

It was brought Into England by 
Cnxton, who. In 1470, published "The 
lleciiyell ot the lilslorlpH ot Troye," 
tho first liook printed In tho ISnglish 
Innijiiage. Cnxton piihllshod many 
later works, mostly of a popular 
Character, for tho demand for the 
Classics was not yet great enough to 
Justify tholr hcin;? prinlod. 

English 'printing was not . left to 
develop unclicclted. 'Plio- fital loner's 
Conipany established a monopoly In 
tho Sixteenth Century, and was It- 
self subject to the Intermlltent super- 
vision of Iho slate authorities. This 
lack of freedom was ;i leading factor 
In tho dcgener.itlon of the qu.ility ot 
printing. The removal ot restriction 
In 1094 was followed by some Im- 
provement in the appearance of type, 
thn principal advanqo being made by 
Ctslon and Baskervlllc. 

The next prominent featura in the 
history of p^rlntlng was tho applica- 
tion of machine methods to It In the 
Nineteenth Century. The printing 
machino and the stereotyping, lltho- 
Br.aphlng, and colour-photography 
processes revolutionized printing by 
making It quicker and more efficient. 

Finally a rensilssanco In tho ap- 
pearance of printing was ottected by 
William Morris Ih tho last years of 
tho Century. He has been followed by 
others whose object has been to make 
type more readable ar.d pleasing In 
a)>pearanee.
